CLEAN CHIMNEYS 
URGED AS MEANS 
OF AVOIDING FIRE 


Use Of Soft Coal Last 
Year Filled Many 
With Soot, Which 
Will Ignite Easi­ 
ly, Aumen Says. 


“Clean your chimneys,” says Chief 
Jam es B. Aumen. 
Most of the fires 
the local company 
has 
been 
called 
upon to fight are caused by defective 
or dirty chimneys. 
Chimneys in local homes are espe­ 
cially 
dirty this 
year, according to 
fire officials and local fuel merchants. 
This condition is explained 
by 
the 
burning of soft coal during the 
an­ 
thracite strike last winter. 
Soft coal 
when not 
burned 
properly 
causes 
much soot and grease to collect in the 
chimney, which easily becomes ignited, 
the fire chief said. 
Wiith the coming of cool weather 
many persons in town will be starting 
fires in furnaces and 
stoves. 
And 
although a plentiful supply of anthra­ 
cite is promised for this w inter by 
coal dealers, the result of burning soft 
coal last w inter may cause a number 
of fires when persons start using their 
heating apparatus. 
Burning wood in 
stoves or furnaces also increases the 
amount of soot, dirt and grease in 
chimneys. 
Methods of Cleaning 
If a chimney sweep cannot be en­ 
gaged to clean 
your 
chimney, 
the 
fire chief explained, the chimney can 
be cleaned by tying a rope around a 
brick th at has been wrapped in car­ 
pet and then drawing it up and down 
through the chimney from the roof. 
A nother method, according to the 
fire chief, is to take some scraps of 
zinc and throw them into a hot fire! 
in the furnace. 
The zinc when b u ra -1 
ing forms an oxide .which adheres to | 
the dirt in the chimney, causing it to 
fall to the bottom. 
But w hether one has been burning 
hard coal or soft coal. Chief Aumen 
said, it is well to 
have 
a chimney 
cleaned at regular intervals. Soot and 
grease collecting in a chimney cause 
a very intense 
heat 
when 
lighted. 
That heat will cause the m ortar be­ 
tween the bricks to fall out and fire( 
then has free play 
with 
the 
wood, 
plaster, and other m aterials that com­ 
pose the building. 
In many modern houses, according 
to a local coal m erchant, the wooden 
joists are built into a chimney. 
Un­ 
less the chimney is 
kept 
absolutely 
clean these joists are in danger of 
becoming ignited. 
Fire Chief Aumen 
said 
that 
in 
case your chimney does catch fire, the 
first thing to do is to call a fire com­ 
pany and then sta rt to extinguish the 
fire by throwing bicarbonate of soda 
on the blaze. 
While there is no borough ordinance 
forcing citizens to clean their chim­ 
neys, if persons 
delay 
in 
cleaning 
flues too long, local fire organizations 
can make use of th at law, which car­ 
ries a fine of $25 for each day the 
chimney is not cleaned after the fire 
m arshall issues an order that it be 
cleaned.
